TOO M IT H OK ATOR Vi 


T he radio has had iis first real test in political campaigning. 
There is no doubt that it has been effective. The argument in po­ 
litical circles is the nature of its effect, says tile Minneapolis Star. 
When election returns are being studied by the political pro­ 
fessionals one phase of the examination will take up all available 
evidence as to what the radio may have done, to whom it did it 
and why. 
Among radio fans and politicians a faction is already argu­ 
ing that broadcasting has been overworked this year. 
In some 
homes radios have been shut dow’n for a week, the owners saying 
that they have been talked to death by the spellbinders. 
Many of the speeches this fall have been more or less make­ 
shift, the speaker trying to make the same talk do for a restless 
audience in a hall and a comfortable audience listening to loud 
speakers in homes throughout the country. 
The result, in many 
cases, has been an oratorical hash that didn’t have any great ap­ 
peal for either set of hearers. 
One thing is certain; the radio is the biggest development in 
political campaigning since the days of Mark Hanna. 
For the 
first time candidates have been able to talk directly and simultane­ 
ously to the homes of the whole country. No man the people want 
to hear can be denied publicity. 
H einie MITHELL of the Bemidji Pioneer looks at it this way: 
“ One of the admirable features of the radio is that the loudspeaker 
can raise a whisper to a shout.” 
T h e radio isn’t very old, but it inspires Harry Phillips of the 
Mahnomen Pioneer to recall what the boys in the small towns used 
to be up against. “ Do you remember way back,” he asks, “when 
we used to chip in and get some telegraph operator to snatch a 
few bulletins oil the wire to let us know how an election was go­ 
ing?”

W hen the whole nation is on its toes waiting for news on the 
presidential election, Minnesota will lag behind with its report. 
Polls in some states close at 6, 7 or 8 p. rn., but Minnesota con­ 
tinues with its long day in large cities, running from 6 a. rn. to 
9 p. rn.

And then some people wonder and some newspapers of the 
large cities are anxious Jo have Minnesota’s vote as soon as the 
polls close. 

After 
we about wear out our election boards with a 15 hour day waiting 
for the ballots to register, we expect the tired board to continue 
uninterruptedly to count the ballots.

You’ve got j 
to be capable of dealing sensibly with discouragement, disappoint­ 
ment, difficulties and even despair. 
You’ve got to push on through uncertainties and hardships. 
But if you persist in this pushing on, you will come to a place 
where life will look mighty good.

You may even be thankful for your scars, just as old soldiers 
grow proud of the wounds they received in battle. 
But you never will be thankful for anything unless you first 
can feel that you have earned the right to it. You cannot know 
anything about the fullness of life until you have borne burdens 
and suffered and dealt with handicaps.

There is no doubt that it has been effective. The argument in po­ 
litical circles is the nature of its effect, says the Minneapolis Star. 
When election returns are being studied by the political pro­ 
fessionals one phase of the examination will take up all available 
evidence as to what the radio may have done, to whom it did it 
and why. 
Among radio fans and politicians a faction is already argu­ 
ing that broadcasting has been overworked this year. 
In some 
homes rad ios have been shut down for a week, the owners saying j 
that they have been talked to death by the spellbinders. 
I 
Many of the speeches this fall have been more or less make­ 
shift, tl?e speaker trying to make the same talk do for a restless 
audience in a hall and a comfortable audience listening to loud 
speakers in homes throughout the country. The result, in many 
cases, has been an oratorical hash that didn’t have any great ap­ 
peal for either set of hearers. 
One thing is certain; the radio is the biggest development in 
political campaigning since the days of Mark Hanna. 
For the 
first time candidates have been able to talk directly and simultane­ 
ously to the homes of the whole country. No man the people want 
to hear can be denied publicity. 
H einie MITHELL of the Bemidji Pioneer looks at it this way: 
“One of the admirable features of the radio is that the loudspeaker 
can raise a whisper to a shout.” 
T he radio isn’t very old, but it inspires Harry Phillips of the 
Mahnomen Pioneer to recall what the boys in the small towns used 
to be up against. “Do you remember way back,” he asks, “when 
we used to chip in and get some telegraph operator to snatch a 
few bulletins off the wire to let us know how an election was go­ 
ing?”

Tile two greatest causes of high 
bacterial counts in milk are unclean 
utensils and delayed cooling, says \V. 
IO. Ayres of the New York Slate Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. Even a moderate­ 
ly careful 
dairyman 
may 
have un­ 
clean utensils, for milk cans or milk 
pints may contain bacterial 
lodging 
places so concealed 
that 
the user 
fails to see them ; or his method of 
washing may he incomplete. 
To prevent giving germs a home, 
lite cans should have no open seams 
or cracks. Such p la c e s retaining milk 
materia! and moisture form snug har­ 
bors for millions of bacteria : and the 
growth 
which occurs here between 
milkings will wash into and contam­ 
inate the next warm milk Hint readies 
it. All such pockets should La* smooth­ 
ly dosed with solder. 
Immediately Jilter using, milk uten­ 
sils s h o u l d he rinsed in cool or luke- 
wiirm 
willer, 
and 
then 
th o r o u g h ly 
washed 
in 
a 
solution 
of 
washing 
powder and 
hot water, using suffi­ 
cient powder to readily disyok e any 
greasy material. A brush cleans more 
’effectively than n cloth, and permits 
using h o l l e r water. 
When washed. Hie utensils should 
tie rinsed and scalded with 
boiling 
water and put in a clean airy place 
where they will drain and dry qiihek- 
ly. Ii is better not to wipe them, for 
the wiping elm Ii limy lie a source of 
contamination. 
The strainer pod. which serves for 
one milking only, is superior to the 
strainer cloth, which litten forms a 
place for germs to gather, 
lf tile 
strainer doth must tie. used, it should 
lie thoroughly washed 
and 
rapidly 
dried immediately ofter eadi use. 
Milk 
cons are so rapidfv passed 
through tile washer af the milk plant 
that often they are neither d ea n nor 
dry when returned to Hie owner. Such 
cans should tie well rinsed as soon as 
they reach Hie farm and inverted on 
racks at an angle which will permit 
them to drain and dry.
